Discussion  on  pre  -  registra¬ 
tion  and  proposed  construction 
of  an  open-air  Student  Mall 
dominated  Senate  action  this 
week. 

Senator  Joe  Fleming,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Senate  Pre-Regis¬ 
tration  Committee,  reported 
that  the  Administration  has 
proposed,  and  is  ready  to  put 
into  operation  a  workable  plan. 

According  to  Fleming,  who 
conferred  at  length  with  Mr. 
John  Mobley,  director  of  pre¬ 
registration,  the  administration 
is  enthusiastic  about  pre-regis¬ 
tration  and  has  “bent  over 
backwards”  in  its  efforts  to  de¬ 
velop  a  plan. 

Underclassmen  First 

As  the  situation  now  stands 
unofficially,  lower  division  stu¬ 
dents  will  pre-register  this 
month  for  the  spring  semester. 
Five  full-time  advisers  are  be¬ 
ing  provided  who  will  have  the 
power  to  pull  and  sign  cards 
and  establish  student  appoint¬ 
ments.  Hope  was  expressed  by 
Mobley  that  upper  division  pre- 
registration  might  be  worked 
out  for  this  spring.  If  not,  it 
will  be  instituted  by  next  fall. 

In  order  to  establish  this  sys¬ 
tem  of  pre-registration  the  sys¬ 
tems  of  other  area  colleges  in¬ 
cluding  Northeast  Missouri 
State  College,  St.  Louis  Junior 
College,  University  of  Missouri 
at  Columbia,  were  studied  and 
a  little  of  the  proposed  plan 
taken  from  each  of  those  in  ef¬ 
fect  in  the  respective  institu¬ 
tions. 

When  pre-registration  is  set 


up,  the  staff  will  be  able  to 
handle  approximately  80  per¬ 
sons  a  day.  Students  will  be 
kept  informed  by  means  of  bul¬ 
letins  what  classes  are  still 
opened  and  which  are  closed. 
The  Advisement  Center  will  al¬ 
so  have  the  opportunity  to  an¬ 
ticipate  and  forecast  student 
class  needs  and  will  plan  ac¬ 
cordingly.  Class  schedules 
would  then  be  centered  around 
the  needs  'of  the  student,  sec¬ 
tions  being  added  or  dropped 
as  necessary. 

Fleming  reported  that  Mr. 
Mobley  has  explained  tliat  the 
program  will  build  class  sched¬ 
ules  around  student  needs  in-

MSC  has  established  a  Grad¬ 
uate  Course  Center  in  St.  Jo¬ 
seph,  effective  this  semester. 

According  to  Dr.  Robert  P. 
Foster,  MSC  president,  the  new 
program  will  make  it  possible 
for  graduate  students  in  ele¬ 
mentary  teaching  to  complete 
24  semester  hours  of  a  32-se¬ 
mester  hour  master’s  degree 
in  the  center.  The  remaining 
eight  hours  are  to  be  completed 
on  campus. 

The  program  is  geared  to  the 
master  of  science  in  education 
degrees  in  five  areas  —  ele¬ 
mentary  teaching,  elementary 
reading,  elementary  school  ad¬ 
ministration  and  supervision, 
secondary  school  administra¬ 
tion  and  supervision,  and  guid- 
anee. 

The  five  courses  available 
this  fall  include  niathematics 
in  the  elementary  school,  prin^ 
ciples  and  practices  of  the 
counseling  program,  secondary 
school  curriculum,  tests  and 
measurements,  and  advanced 
mental  hygiene.  While  fully- 
employed  teachers  may  take  a 
maximum  of  six  semester 
hours  during  a  semester,  they 
are  normally  advised  to  take 
only  one  course.  The  $14  per 
semester  hour  cost  is  the  same 
as  costs  on  this  campus. 

It  will  also  be  possible  for 
graduate  students  to  take  a 


few  courses  which  will  apply 
to  the  master  of  science  in  ed¬ 
ucation  degree  programs  in  ag¬ 
riculture,  biology,  business, 
chemistry,  English,  health  and 
physical  education,  history,  in¬ 
dustrial  arts  education,  music, 
science  education,  and  social 
science. 

College  plafis  include  a  pro¬ 
gram  leading  to  the  master  of 
arts  degree  in  business  man¬ 
agement,  with  a  possible 
course  to  be  offered  during  the 
coming,  spring  semester  at  the 
center. 

Monday  there  was  a  total  en¬ 
rollment  of  50,  and  more  were 
expected  to  enroll  later,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Leon  Miller, 
dean  oi.  graduate  studies  and 
direccor  of  the  pi’ogram. 

Library  facilities  for  the 
program  are  being  set  up  at 
the  bt.  Joseph  Public  Library.

This  color  travelogue,  the 
first  in  the  new  MSC  cultural 
arts  .series,  will  present  spec¬ 
tacular  scenes  of  forests,  cities, 
and  vast  unsurveyed  areas  of 
America’s  49th  state.  One  ex¬ 
citing  sequence  was  taken  as 
Mr.  Cooper  and  his  partner 
were  ti’apped  for  over  14  hours 
off  ilie  Hubbard  Glacier,  one 
of  the  world’s  largest  active 
glaciers.  Others  present  aerial 
views  of  Mount  MeKinley,  the 
highest  peak  in  North  Amer¬ 
ica,  r»nd  pictures  of  the  great 
Hump  back  whale  cavorting  in 
the  icy  waters.

Will  Black  Capitalists  Make  It? 


Dr.  Warren  St.  James, 
president  of  the  first  black- 
owned  holding  company  in 
the  United  States,  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  black  capital¬ 
ism  is  on  the  upswing. 

At  7  p.  m.  Oct.  6  he  will 
be  in  the  Horace  Mann  Au¬ 
ditorium  to  tell  why  during 
a  Union  program  hour. 

Dr.  St.  James  is  a  pio¬ 
neer  in  the  field  of  black 
business.  A  professor  of 
economics  and  finance  at 
Nassau  Community  Col¬ 
lege,  New  York,  he  is  also 
equipped  with  a  respecta¬ 


ble  background  in  corpor¬ 
ate  law  and  fuiance. 

Two  years  ago  this  edu¬ 
cator  -  businessman  joined 
forces  with  a  group  of  Long 
I^and  Negroes  to  launch  a 
diversified  black  capital 
venture  in  banking,  real 
estate,  insurance,  construc¬ 
tion,  and  mutual  funds  — 
now  officially  known  as  the 
Twenty-First  Century  Capi¬ 
tal  Corporation.  To  finance 
the  newly  -  formed  enter¬ 
prise,  money  -  making  ac¬ 
tivities  have  ranged  from 
privately  selling  $300,000 


worth  of  shares  to  a  dinner 
dance  featuring  comedi^ 
and  civil  rights  activ^t 
Dick  Gregory.  ^ 

If  the  busings  venture 
succeeds,  the  nank  presi¬ 
dent  believes  it  will  be  an 
initial  step  in  a  gigantic 
forward  movement  of 
black  capitalism.

more  nearly  approached  the 
standards  for  which  this  ulti¬ 
mate  response  should  be  re¬ 
served. 

Mr.  Graffman’s  repertoire 
was  demanding  in  every  re¬ 
spect.  He  had  no  difficulty 
meeting  the  technical  de¬ 
mands;  his  technique  was  bril¬ 
liant.  His  tone  was'  admirable. 
He  employed  the  una  corda, 
sostenuto,  and  diamper  pedals 
in  appropriate  places,  singular 
to  his  interpretation,  and  the 
effect  was  generally  pleasing. 

Mr.  Graffman  also  has  an 
affinity  for  speed  and,  where¬ 
as  he  maintained  control  at  all 
times,  I  felt  it  became  ex¬ 
cessive  in  the  first  and  last 
movements  of  the  opening 
Schumann  Sonata  as  well  as 
the  final  movement  of  the  Bee¬ 
thoven  “Appassionata.”  Less 
use  of  the  pedal  would  have 
greatly  enhanced  the  Schu¬ 
mann,  and  frankly,  the  old 
Paderewskian  habit  of  striking 
the  left  hand  just  an  instant.be- 
fore  the  right  during  the  slow 
movement  of  the  same  work 
brought  forth  a  grin  or  two. 

Although  I  have  never  been 
an  ardent  Liszt  fan,  I  thor¬ 
oughly  enjoyed  Mr.  Graffman’s 
performance  of  this  work.  It 
was  both  meaningful  and  mu- 
sicianly  despite  the  inevitable 
Liszt  pianisttc  acrobatics.  The 
Haydn  Sonata,  which  followed 
the  intermission,  was  refresh¬ 
ingly  light  in  texture,  an  ex¬ 
cellent  contrast  and  well-plac¬ 
ed  programmatically. 

The  Beethoven  “Appas¬ 
sionata”  has  long  been  a  fa¬ 
vorite  war-horse  for  perform¬ 
ers  as  well  as  concert-goers. 

Mr.  Graffman  used  the  clas¬ 
sic  trill  which  emphasizes  the 
dissonant  note  in  his  rendition 
and  the  effect  was  most  appro¬ 
priate.  (Schroeder  would  have 
been  thrilled!) 

A  Scarlatti  Sonata  was  Mr. 
Graffman’s  encore,  and  his 
performance  was  in  good  taste.

International  Student  Discusses 
Unconcern,  Shyness,  Friendliness 


Lack  of  knowledge  of  and 
concern  for  other  peoples  of 
the  world  has  been  cited  as 
one  of  the  major  shortcomings 
of  Americans  as  a  whole  by 
Fereydoon  “Fred”  Norouzi, 
one  of  MSC’s  international  stu¬ 
dents. 

Fred,  a  native  of  Teheran, 
Iran,  is  a  junior,  majoring  in 
electrical  engineering.  He 
came  to  America  by  way  of 
London,  where  he  had  nine 
months  of  English  language 
training,  and  Montreal,  where 
he  worked  in  the  Iranian  Pavil- 
lion  of  Expo  ’67.  Then,  with 
the  help  of  a  brother  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  ne  enrolled  in  Iowa  West¬ 
ern  Community  College,  Cla- 
rinda,  for  his  freshman  year. 
He  transferred  to  MSC  for  his 
sophomore  year. 

Fred  is  a  member  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Students’  Organiza¬ 
tion  and  has  served  as  that 
group’s  secretary-treasurer.

Impressed  by  the  friendli¬ 
ness  of  MSC,  Fred  expressed 
bewilderment  over  the  appar¬ 
ent  shyness  of  students  to¬ 
wards  members  of  the  opposite 
sex.  Using  the  new  cafeteria 
as  an  example,  he  noted  the 
separation  into  a  boys’  side 
and  a  girls’  side  as  well  as 
the  reluctance  of  people  to  sit 
at  the  same  table  with  people 
they  don’t  know. 

Fred  especially  misses  the 
food  of  his  homeland.  He  ex¬ 
plained  that  American  food  is 
sweeter  and  that  less  lamb  and 


rice  are  served  here  than  in 
Iran. 

That  Iran  is  an  Arabian  na-^ 
tion,  that  Teheran  is  a  small, 
oriental  city  where  camels  are 
still  ridden,  and  that  Iran  it¬ 
self  is  a  little  country  are  some 
common  misconceptions  which 
Fred  has  encountered  in  the 
United  States.  ^ 

Fred’s  future  plans  include 
the  possibility  of  working  at 
Expo  ’70  in  Osaka,  Japan,  and 
returning  home  after  gradua¬ 
tion.

If,  by  chance,  you  haven’t 
notice-1,  there’s  a  new  thing 
going  around  in  today’s  motion 
pictures.  It’s  a  thing  called 
reality. 

Gone  are  the  days  when  a 
movie-goer  looks  for  escape  at 
the  local  theatre.  To  him,  ev¬ 
erything  has  to  be  real  in  to¬ 
day’s  world  of  absurdities.  The 
movie  house  often  presents  a 
new  challenge  to  the  thinking 
man.  it  allows  him  to  view  a 
reproduction  of  life  and  to 
make  his  own  interpretation  of 
it. 

Midnight  Cowboy  is  a  bril¬ 
liantly  portrayed  epic  of  two 
desolate  bums  in  New  York 
City,  one  a  bleary-eyed  hustler 
from  Texas,  Joe  Buck,  (Jon 
Voight),  and  the  other  a  piti¬ 
fully  crippled  transient,  Rico 
(“Ratso”)  Rizzo,  (Dustin  Hoff¬ 
man).

MSC  has  the  policy  of  rank¬ 
ing  faculty  employees  accord¬ 
ing  to  degree,  experience, 
teaching  ability,  profession¬ 
al  attitudes,  and  institutional 
•service  as  a  basis  for  advance¬ 
ment. 

.  All  five  of  the  ranks  have 
similar  qualifications  in  the 
last  three  areas.  Teaching  abil¬ 
ity  must  be  evidenced  by  rec¬ 
ord  and  response  of  students 

•  and  by  cooperation  with  col¬ 
leagues.  Professional  attitudes 
and  institutional  service  should' 
be  exemplified  in  a  desire  to 
grow  through  acquaintance 
■with  educational  movements 
and  through  participation  in 

^  professional  organizations. 

The  highest  rank,  professor, 
is  attained  when  a  faculty 
member  earns  a  doctor’s  de¬ 
gree  and  completes  eight  years 
of  college  teaching. 

An  associate  professor  has  a 

^  doctor’s  degree  plus  three 
years  of  college  teaching  ex¬ 
perience  or  a  master’s  degree 
with  advanced  study  and  eight 
years  of  college  teaching.  Hav¬ 
ing  an  advanced  specialized  de- 
'gree,  which  requires  at  least 
60  hours  of  graduate  work,  in 

•  addition  to  five  years  of  col¬ 
lege  teaching  experience,  is  a 
third  way  of  qualifying  for  this 
rank.

Mrs.  Gower  plans  to  make  a  comparative  study  to  see 
if  there  is  a  marked  change  in  such  things  as  cooperation 
and  attitudes  toward  dorm  life  as  a  result  of  this  freedom 
of  choice.

Iowa  City,  Iowa  —  (I.  P.)  —  Starling  in  September, 
students  at  the  University  of  Iowa  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
will  be  able  to  earn  more  than  one-third  of  the  credits  for 
tlieir  bachelor’s  degrees  witliout  going  into  a  classroom. 

The  reason  is  that  the  college  faculty  has  voted  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  credit-by-exam  program,  already  available  for  all 
32  semester  hours  of  general  education  requirements,  to  16 
hours  of  credit  in  a  student’s  major  field,,  if  the  depart¬ 
ment  chooses  to  participate.  A  total  of  126  semester  hours 
is  required  for  the  degree. 

This  program  allows  students  with  good  academic 
backgrounds  to  meet  degree  requirements  by  proving  their 
comipetence  on  a  national  exam  level.  At  the  time  of  the 
program’s  adoption  in  1966,  Dean  Dewey  B.  Stuit  of  the 
college  said,  “It  is  conceivable  that  this  new  program  may 
prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  significant  educational  devel¬ 
opments  of  the  1960’s.”
